ANSWER 

The mother of a three week* old 
baby has many troubles which vanish 
when the baby is six weeks old. If you 
have lots of milk the baby may be 
more uncomfortable than hungry. A 
five hour sleeping period would hardly 
look like dissatisfaction. 

You c^n tell If your breast milk Is 
all right (richness has nothing to do 
with It) by the baby's rate of gain, 
the way she sleep#:—and If these signs 
fail to indicate anything to you. you 
can have the milk analysed for you. 


Complementary feeding are advisable 
If th# baby falls to gain and these are 
best prepared with cows’ milk diluted 
with water ajjd.wuh some sugar added. 
I give no advice on formulas for babies 
of this age It Is too dangerous. Orange 
Juice l* indicated at the age of two 
or three months. The baby should 
gain from five to six ounces weekly 
and lew than four ounc-s Is decidedly 
indicative of under-feeding. The baby 
should be wakened regularly at the 
proper feeding times, otherwise he 
never gets regulated. One or two days 
of this U all that is necessary 

Being nervous and excitable would 
probably have an effect on the baby 
Mothers should endeavor to be calm 
and placid for their own aakes and
